[t is a maxim that a position is easier held 
than re-taken after its loss. No sensible 
man will attempt to re-take a post with 
resources that were insufficient to hold it. 
- Assuming that the Radical party are in 
position, thoroughly organized and on the 
defensive, shall we move. straight forward 
to the assault, and bequeath to history a 
political Gettysburg, or shall we turn a 
flank and win by strategy! 

The paramount object of the Democratic 
party isto whipthe fight, and the grest 
principles for which we contend are much 
safer inabeyance, during the conflict, than 
they would be in the foremost front of bat- 
tle. 

Negro suffrage at the South, is just as 
much a fact as if every white man at the 
South had endorsed it, and the negro will, 
in tuture elections, vote for either the Rad- 
ical or the Democratic party. If we do 
not recognize the principle, the fact—the 
thing itself, is upon us, and he who expects 
to get rid of it any other way than by the 
exercise of suffrage, with the negro as a 
suffragan, must be a lunatic or a revolu- 
tionist—the latter is not improbable, since 
the fatal doctrine is urged that it is better 
to sink, wagging the fingers and crying 
“scissors,” than -to carry the war into 
Africa and fight the devil with fire. In 
1860 and 61 we heard this bold doctrine 
from many, who, when the winds rose and 
the waves run high, hugged the shore, and 
some of them were the first to tremble and 
quakeand hunt shelter where honor forbid 
their entrance. 

Away with the cant about suffrage! It 
makes no difference whether a man is in 
favor of or against its universal applica- 
tion, so far as the present contest is con- 
cerned, if he denies the right of Congress- 
ional interference, and recognizes the 
rights of the States to regulate it. Two 
wrongs never made a right; and though 
Congress has put the blot upon the South, 
the Democratic party cannot commit itself 
to the right of Federal interference for its 
removal.

Stony Bottom, June 16, 1868. 

Mr, Chas. F. Gilman: I have just 
read your Jetter tothe Atlanta Intelligen- 
cer, of the 9th of this month, about the 
new sort of clover, and J believe you are a 
learned man, as well as W. W. W., who 
made his appeapance just before you. 

Iam a plain man g.nd incapable of phi- 
losophizing, very deeply, but I do want 
to know where this new grass come from, 
clover or not clover, and I hope I shall be 
able to leara something from one or both 
of you. 

I first, gaw the new grass in Jasper coun- 
ty in June or July, 1864. Our horses and 
mies were very fond of it; no armies had 
then been there. I asked a negio (since 
changed to a colored gentleman and color- 
ed voter, a Constitution manufacturer and 
alew expounder) what sort of grass it 
was; he said it was clover. I told him he 
was a fool, it was not clover—recollect he 
was a negro then. 


in Alabama, in November, 1864, called 
there clover. Where did it’ come from? 
They could not tell; it had been there sev- 
eral years; no armies had been there. 

lexpect you can tell me more than W. | 
W.W.. He, as far as his letter shows, has 
only read Swedenbourg, and you appear 
to be a general reader. 

I have often observed the same facts he 
states, about old fields, in the oakwoods, 
growiag up in pine, and vice versa, and 
that toleraby thick. There was no visable 
ayvency tospread a full crop of acorns in 
the one, or of pine mast inthe other. How 
did itrise? Again: I have known a full 
crop of hog weeds follow corn and wheat 
in a new country, when there were ao hog 
weeds in fifty miles of the place. So of 
dog fennel and many. other kinds of shrubs 
and weeds and grasses. Birdea do not feed 
on dog fennel. If they did, it couid hard- 
ly be supposed they would bare the seed 
so plenteously as to produce a full crop 
the first year. 

Tell me how it comes about ? 

Still again: How did the first oak, popn- 
lar, pine, or hickory spring up, whep 
there were no trees of their kind to scatter 
the seed ? 

Again: there are some learned men (I 
caunot just at this time recollect what 
they are called) who have, by examining 
rock «and many other things discovered 


of, or chose to tell. ‘They say many, 
many, many centuries since many things, 
hoth in.the animal and wegetable line ex- 
isted abundantly that do not exist now, 
and that we have many things now that} 
did not exist in the early ages. (New crea- 
tions.) What say you? 

I suppose I ought, in fairness, to own 
that I rather incline to the belief that cer- 
tain conditions of the soil will produce 
without being able to give a. reasonable 
occount of how the seed got there.

NIGHT DISPATCHES. 
From Washington—Con 
Iteme from Varieus Points. 

WasHincton, June 17.—In the Senate, 
the Texas Convention resolution, that Con- 
gressional reconstruction would fail under 
Buchanan's appointments, was referred to 
the Judiciary Committee. 

A memorial was presented from William | 
S. Chipley, of Kentucky, that his son, re-| 
siding at Columbus, Ga., had been arrested. 
by the military authorities in violation of 
‘the Constitution, and carried two hundred 
| miles from his home to Atlanta, where he 
is now confined, deprived of communica- 
tion with his friends; that he is falsely 
charged with being concerned in the mur- 
der of George W. Ashburn, who was killed 
in a negro house of il!-fame. Referred to 
the Judiciary Committee. 

A motion indefiniteiy postponing the 
Senate and House amendments to the bank- 
rupt law was passed, 

Durlingame and the Chinese visited the 
Senate. 

The Chair laid before the Senate a tel- 
egraphic dispatch from the Constitutional 
Convention of Texas, dated Austin, June 
16th, containing resolutions passed at that 
date, asking permission of Congress for the 
Convention to organize a military force 
in conjnnction with the Military Com- 
mander to subdue crime and lawlessness, 
which they allege is now so frequent in 
that State; and further setting forth that, 
if Congress does not grant this power, the 
loyal people of Texas will be compelled to 
take the law in their pwn hands in self- 
defense. Referred to the Committee on 
Military Affairs.

Se CARD.—ATLANTA, JUNE 17 th, 
1868.—The Constitution recently adopted by a ma- 
jority of the voters of the State of Georgia’ has 
been accepted by the Congress of the United States, 
upon certain conditions, and with certain amend- 
m nts; which Constitution makes some very ma- 
terial changes in the Law of this State, upon the 
subject of Juriesand Jury trials.
